EASIER FOR SOLDIERS 


Canadian fighting men, at home 
and abroad, are happier because of 
the efforts of Gleichen war veterans 
and the other members of the 1,200 
Canadian Legion ‘branches in every 
city, town and rural community of the 
Dominion, Lt.-Col D, E. McIntyre, of 
Ottawa, general manager of Can- 
adian Legion War Services stated in 
a message to Wm, Osler, president and 
W. J. Phythian, secretary of the local 
Legion. 

The rigors of active service in the 
army, navy and air force have been 
lessened through the recreation, edu- 
cation, entertainment and personal 
‘services made availalble to the mea. 
This assistance would not have been 
possible without the co-operation of 
the 200,000 enrolled members of 
the Legion branches and Ladies 
Auxiliaries of the nine provincial and 
four state comamnds. 

When Canada entcred the war, 
MacIntyre recalled, ithe Canadian Le- 
gion was one of the first organiza- 
tions on the scene, prepared to pro- 
vide huts, hostels and canteens, writ- 
ing paper, sports equipment, maga- 
zines, newspapers; and other con- 
veniences for the men in the service. 

PIONEERED EDUCATION 

The Legon pioneered education for 
soldiers, sailors and airmen through 
Canadian Legion Educational 
vices, the nearest approach to a un- 
ified national system of education yet 
achieved in this country. Technical 
and academic courses are available to 
men in Canada, Newfoundland, Ja- 
maica and overseas, in classes or by 
correspondence. The educational sec- 
tion is headed ‘by Lt.-Col. the Hon. 
Wilfred W. Bovey, of Montreal, na- 
tional chairman, and Squadron Lead- 
er Andrew Moore, prominent Miani- 
toba educationist now in Ottawa, na- 
tional director. 

“The individual efforts of the vet- 
erans of the last Great War and their 
ladies and the voluntary assistance 
of other citizens, have meant most 
to the success of our auxiliary ser- 
vice work,” said Col. MacIntyre. 
“Our organization is much like the 
Red Cross in its scope We cover not 
only the cities and towns, but the 
yural sections as well, There is 
hard-ngiozi ensven, ur etaoin 
hardly a person in the setiled part 
of Cunada who lives more than ten 
miles from a Legion branch.” 

He explained that quite apart from 
the vasl program of Canadian Legion 
war services, of which Maj.-Clen- 
John A. Gunn Toronto is president, 
and Brig.-Gen. Alex. Ross, Yorkton, 
Sask., chairman of the board, the 
branches are individually giving mag- 
nificent help to service men out of 
their own resources, 

VARIED ASSISTANCE 

They have turned their branch club- 
rooms into social centres for the 
men. Dances, socials and parties 
are being arranged for them constant 
ly. Branches are supplying am- 
bulances, mobile canteens, cigar- 
ettes, parcels, magazines and papers, 
clothing, sweaters, socks, towels, 
comforts ditity bags, and are work- 
ing in numerous other ways for the 
boys in uniform, 

“The Canadian Legion is the par- 
ent organization and we are simply |

West, Bishop of Rangoon, who came to this continent on a visit just before 
Pearl Harbour and now cannot get back to Burma, comments on the Far 
East and throws new light on the rapid penetration of enemy forces in that 
part of the world.
